The almost total eclipse of the 
sun late Saturday nfternoon was an 
Interesting spectacle, and attracted 
much local attention. Before the 
sun entered the moon'* shadow a 
number of anxious Hartford citizens 
had prepared their smoked glasses, 
and were ready to observe the first 
trace of the dark disc on the face 
of the nun. The streets were lined 
with people eagerly waiting a turn 
at an observance of the eclipse 
through the smoked glasses, which 
were constantly shifting from hand to 
hand. The moon's shadow at one 
time covered fully eight tenths of the 
sun's surface, and came nearer to pre- 
senting a total eclipse than any seen 
by men living who are under llfty 
years old.

Mr. R. B. Bradley, of Madlsonville, 
a federal revenue *agent was here 
Tuesday, looking over the records In 
the county court clerk's office for 
improperly stamped deeds. The law 
requires that all deeds, the consider- 
ation in which is more than $100 
shall pay a stamp tax of fifty cent* 
for each $500 or fraction thereof. 
The stamp tax must be paid on a 
basis of the actual value of the real 
estate, regardless of the considera- 
tion stated in the deed. The penal- 
ty for failing to properly stamp a 
deed is a fine of $1,000 and the for- 
feiture of the title to the land con- 
veyed. Mr. Bradley says it is not 
the Intention of the government to 
inflict punishment for derelectlon 
of duty in fulling to properly stamp 
conveyances where It is apparent 
the failure was due to misunder- 
standing of the requirements of the 
law. but he Is hunting out such 
failures and notifying delinquents.

\\ ouhl Hinder Commerce. 

"The biK Job for the submarines 
just now Is to stop the flow of men, 
munition- and foodstuffs from this 
country to England and France. The 
raiding of American cities would con- 
tribute nothing to this end, unless by 
chance they should bit an embarka- 
tion wharf or warehouse. Hut eve,n 
that would be of less consequence 
* than the sinking of one big cargo car- 
rier at sea or of one troopship. 

"To launch an air raid, even of one 
or two machines, would necessitate a 
special type of submarine, and in car- 
rying out such a raid the submarined 
» effect! ven< ss as a weapon against ves- 
sels a' sea would he reduced and her 
exposure to the chances of discovery 
and destruction iinmeasurubly in- 
creased. 

"To begin with the airplanes would 
have to he transported Inside the U- 
boats. whose hatches would have to 
be of much larger size, and the dif- 
ficulty of maintaining a sealtight boat 
Increased.

DO MILITARY DUTY 

Those Released For Minor 
Defects To Be Used 
In 



Children Cry for Fletcher's 



Good Reports 



Wash icton, June 9. — Two htw 
dred and iifty thousand men released 
from e:irl> service under the draft 
because of minor physical defects, 
but held i„r "special and limited mili- 
tary it! are to be brought Into the 
army within the next f. m months for 
service In noncomhntnnt units. 

At pr' . lit every man In the army 
has had to pass rigid physical te^'s 
for field <Tvioe. Tens of thousands 
of the- t„rdy, athletic young fel- 
lows, h. A. ver. are serving as clerks 
and stor, K. opers In quartermaster 
and ordnance dapots, as military po- 
lice, bos pits] orderlies, headquarter 
clerks, telegraph, telephone and 
wireless DpenitOH and In other jobs 
that could be as efficiently filled by 
men not physically qualified for front 
line work.

In order that America may put In- 
to this war her maximum fighting 
strength. Ceneral Crowder, Provost 
marshal i-eneral, has decided that no 
man physically fit for front line ser- 
vice shall be permitted to serve In a 
noncom'iitant capacity so long as it 
is possible to fill acceptably these jobs 
with men not fit for the trenches. 

A mat' may have a thumb or finger 
off, a gla^s eye or flat feet, and still 
bo able j . . do everything that Is re- 
quired in noticombatant service. Often 
he will he able to do It better than 
the ywng athlete. Some of the most 
efficient oMicp men to he found are 
often virtually cripples in the military 
sense. 

"There is a Job In the army for 
every man who Is able to handle any 
sort of job In industry," It was stated 
at Crowder'l office. "The whole army 
can not be on the battcline, and it is 
absurd to apply battlellne require- 
ments to the men of the noncombat- 
ant forces. 

"As a result, we will release from 
n on com bat an t work for duty at the 
front the equivalent of 200 German 
divisions — for every one of these men 
brought in for 'special and limited 
military duty' will release from non- 
lighting work a man physically fit for 
the trenches." 

"Limited Service." 

Orders for the Induction of these 
"limited service" men into the army 
will end the regime of sickers and 
slackers" who' although strong and 
sound, secured assignment to desk 
jobs and other duties that would 
keep them far from the sound of the 
guns. 

"Thousands of men in Washington 
alone will be released for field duty," 
this draft official declared. 

"This refinement of selection will 
continue until about the only Class 1 
men not In service will be the invalids 
and total Incompetents. For special- 
ized work, too, we will go into the 
deferred classes when necessary." 
From now on ability to serve is to be 
the deciding factor In selection. 
Probably the most expert wireless 
operator In the United States has unb- 
one leg. Should the government 
turn this expert down because of his 
defect, and put in his chair a sound, 
two-legged operator? We think not. 
The one-legged man can give more 
efficient service at the wireless key 
than the man who is physically sound. 
And putting him on the Job for which 
he is fitted releases the sound man 
with his two good legs to charge the 
German across No Man's Land.

Honolulu, Hawawil. — One-armed 
Henry Allen, formerly in the I'nited 
States navy, who shot and killed John 
S. Walker, a confessed pro-German, 
after the later had heaped Insult up- 
on the American government, flag 
and uniform, was acquitted by a local 
jury after the members hatl deliberat- 
ed just six minutes. But one vote 
was taken. Every ballot read, "Not 
guilty.' 

The courtroom was the scene of 
a patriotic demonstration after the 
verdict had been read by the clerk. 
Spectators stood and applauded as 
two American soldiers, each carrying 
an unfurled American flag, stepped to 
Allen's side. Outside, two squads 
tif soldiers were waiting in command 
of a Sergeant. With Allen at its 
head, a (lag-bearer on each side, the 
detail marched down King street, and 
lieretania and thence to Aala Park, 
where Allen keeps a soft drinks stand. 
Hundreds of persons uncovered and 
stood at attention as Allen and the 
colors went by. 

Self-defense was the ground on 
which Allen's counsel sought his ac- 
quittal, hut the one-armed man's pro- 
tection of the flag and resentment 
of Walker's repeated insults played 
a leading Nil ll the trial of the case. 
Allen and other witnesses testified 
that Walker, among other things, hud 
slated he VMtSd tO b.ive Hawaii, 
but that he wished Indole lie went, 
that be might Mather I pile of auto 
uiatic revolvers around him. put his 
back to an Iron wall "and shoot every 
d — American xoldier in sight." 

Witnesses testitled that \Vulk<* M 
several occasions had staled that he 
wished that none of the American 
soldiers who went lo I'l.nor would 
alive. 



Amsterdam. June 6. — The Rerlin 
Vossisrhe Zeitung's military corre- 
spondent in an article on the Western 
front situation, says:

Former restrictions as to 
packing perishable articles are lifted, 
nnd butter, eggs, dressed fowls, veg- 
etables and fruits may be mailed to 
any post office that run be reached 
within a reasonable time without 
spoiling, provldld they are packed In 
i rales, boxes or baskets or other - nil - 
able containers. The weight limit 
nlrendy has been raised from 50 to 
70 pounds within the first three zones 
(300 miles) and from 20 t«5o pounds 
to all other zones.

It Is now necessary that all buy- 
ers of poultry and eggs including 
hucksters, storekeepers, shippers, 
etc., be licensed in accordance with 
the I'nited States Food Administra- 
tion Law. 

Application should be made imme- 
dlately to the License Division, Law 
Department. I". S. Food Administra- 
tion. Washington. D. ('.. asking for 
n license to buy and sell poultry and 
eggs. 

Pending receipt of license nil above 
dealers shall be subject to the rules 
and regulations the same as if the 
license has been received. 

Regulations (Joverning the Pur- 
chase of Eggs in Kentucky: 

All licenses shall, between the dates 
of June 1. 11)18. and January 15. 
lit lit. be governed by the following: 

(a) Purchase eggs only on a can- 
dled basis anud make no payment 
either In cash or merchandise, for 
thoaa that are unlit for food. 

(1>) A statement shall be given 
each customed from whom eggs are 
purchased showing the number of 
good, damaged and bad eggs, in each 
lot. 

(c) A copy of each statement 
shall be kept for the duration of 
each candling season and be sub- 
ject to examination by the l\ S. Gov- 
ernment, State, county and municip- 
al Food Inspector. 

(d) All lots of eggs greater than 
30 dozen, shall be packed in good 
strong standard egg cases and fill- 
ers, made in accordance with rail- 
road specifications, carefully protect- 
ed to prevent breakage. Cracked 
eggs shall be packed in separate 
cases from those with sound shells. 

(e) Each case of eggs shall con- 
tain on the top layer a signed can- 
dling certllicate printed according 
to tho copy Hont herewith. 

(ft Eggs shall be kept during 
hot weather in as cool a place as 
possible away from dust and Hies, 
and marketed frequently. 

(g) No licensee may buy upon 
another licensee's candling certlli- 
cate unless the eggs be in cur lots or 
more. 

After this year this candling 
on shall extend from May 10th, to 
January lath.

The introduction of riveting machin- 
ery has done away with the heavy 
hand sewing of the frame which sup 
ports the masks on the faces of the 
horses, The mask- are so construct- 
ed that no metal or chemically im- 
pregnated parts can chafe the horse.
